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Surveys to determine abundance of the European corn borer, or 
Observations on its distribution, or both, were reported by agri- 
cultural agencies in 33 States. In accordance with the procedure 
agreed upon at a conference of entomologists in Chicago, Illinois, 
August 24, 1951, data from the abundance surveys either in summary 
form or as field notes to be summarized were forwarded to the 
European Corn Borer Research Laboratory at Ankeny,- Iowa, This 
report is a compilation and summary of the data. 


Distribution 


The European corn borer was found during the 1951 crop season 
in 51 counties not known to be infested previously. 


Records provided by State authorities increased the known 
dispersion of the corn borer by 1 county in Alabama, 2 in Kansas, 
1 in Minnesota, 16 in Missouri, 1 in Montana, 4 in Nebraska, 1 in 
North Carolina, 3 in North Dakota, 7 in South Dakota, 2 in 
Tennessee, 10 in Virginia and 3 in West Virginia. 


The area in the United States. mown to be infested by the corn 
borer is shown on map 1. This now includes 1,456 counties in 37 
States.

Abundance 


In 1951 surveys to determine abundance of the European corn 
borer were made in 700 counties in-26 States: This number is 
almost half of the counties which have been reported as infested 
in the United States, : | 

The survey data for each State are summarized in tabie 1 and 
given in detail by counties in table 2, The counties surveyed 
and their approximate populations of borers ere shown on map 2. 

Over the infested area as a whole, the European corn borer 
remained at a low level of infestation and was less abundant in 
1951 than in 1950, 

The general averags populaticn of the corn borer in ths 
North Central States in 1951 was lower than in 1950. However, 
the insect was more numerous in parts of South Dakota and south- 
western Iowa, An area comprising adjoining sections of south- 
western Minnesota, scastern South Dakota and extreme northwestern 
Iowa was the most heavily infested in the Corn Belt. 

The trend in corn borer popuiations was upward in the Eastern 
States. Increases from 1950 to 1951 occurred in the surveyed 
parts of paniaytventa and Virginia and in Delaware, Maryland, and 
New eee The southvestern and southeastern sections of 


Pennsylvania were the most heavily infested areas in the East.
